the defendant shall report to the probation officer and shall submit a truthful and complete written report within the first five dsys of 
each month;

the defendant shall work regularly at a lawful occupation, unless excused by the probation officer for schoolings training, orjother 
acceptable reasons;

the defendant shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol and shall not purchase, possess, use, distribute, or admmister any controlled 
substance or any paraphernalia related to any controlled substances, except as prescribed by a physician; 

the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distributed, or administered; 

the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convictqd of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer;
